LETS UP ON TOBACCO TCUST 


Richardson 
Company 
Makes 
S ettle­ 
ment and Abandons Independents. 
New York, Ort. 26.— Formal objec­ 
tions to the proposed plan oi reorgani­ 
zation of the American Tobacco com­ 
pany were flied with the United States 
circuit court bv counsel for the three 
associations of so-called independent 
tobacco m anufacturers and producers. 
Almost sim ultaneously it was an­ 
nounced that a settlem ent of all pend­ 
ing differences between the “tobacco 
tru s t” and H. K. Richardson, Jr., & 
Co., Inc., had been effected. This se t-' 
t lenient removed one of the most im­ 
portant fa< tors from opposition to the 
American 
Tobacco 
com pany's 
reor­ 
ganization plan. 
This company was subsidiary of the 
American Tobacco com pany and was 
a party to the governm ent suit against 
the trust. It would consequently have 
the right to appeal in case the decis­ 
ion of the United States circuit courts 
o nthe proposed reorganization did not 
meet its views. The independent com­ 
panies do not have the right of inter­ 
vention. 
On the other hand, the Richardson 
company, it is stated, obtains all it 
has contended for in litigation extend­ 
ing over five years. U nder the a g ree 
ment the trust waives all claim to 60 
per cent of the com pany's stock it 
held and sells back its holdings of 
$ 120,000 worth of bonds, which will 
he canceled. Toe trust thus permits 
the Richardson com pany to resum e its 
independent position.
